With  the  cost  of  living  up, 
he  said,  state  employes  will 
be  due  for  cost-of-living 
salary  increases  of 
approximately  12  per  cent, 
which  could  amount  to 
nearly  $14  million. 

The  House  and  Senate  will 
have  to  deal  with  this  key 
financial  issue,  among  others. 

Both  Snow  and  Nielson 
predicted  state  tax  hikes,  not 
so  much  because  of 
Democratic  influence  as 
because  of  the  shaky  national 
economy. 

Snow  said  tax  hikes  would 
be  necessary  if  increased 
demands  for  funds  from 
various  groups  are  to  be  met. 


Education  groups,  he  said, 
are  among  those  making  such 
demands. 

Nielson  said  he  did  not 
expect  great  increases  in 
spending,  owing  in  part  to  the 
presence  of  a  number  of 
conservative  Democrats  in  the 
legislature. 

The  effect  of  Democratic 
control,  said  Snow  and 
Nielson,  will  be  felt  in  more 
emphasis  on  legislation 
dealing  with  such  “social” 
issues  as  welfare,  the  Equal 
Rights  Amendment,  and  the 
“right  to  work”  law. 

Nielson  said  he  expected  a 
Democratic  move  to  increase 
welfare  benefits,  and  a  push 


to  establish  some  kind  of  land 
use  agency. 


The  prospects  for  passage 
of  the  Equal  Rights 
Amendment,  and  repeal  of 
the  “right  to  work”  law, 
according  to  Snow,  are  also 
better  than  before. 


Commenting  on  leadership 
in  the  -new  legislature,  the 
three  Republicans  said 
although  the  Democrats  have 
the  majority  advantage,  the 
Republicans’  familiarity  with 
the  workings  of  state 
government  will  help  them 
considerably.

In  the  final  week  of 
campaigning,  both 
proponents  and  opponents  of 
the  constitutional  revision 
question  have  stepped  up 
propaganda  activities  in 
search  of  a  victory  at  the 
polls. 

Booths  have  been  erected 
in  the  lounge  area  of  the 
Wilkinson  Center  at  which 
students  in  favor  of  and 
against  the  proposal  are 
pushing  their  positions. 

Sitting  at  the  “yes”  desk 
are  those  students  who  favor 
the  proposal  of  wording 
changes  and  the  relocation  of 
the  Freshmen  and  Women’s 
Offices.  Keeping  them  close 
company  at  the  -“no”  booth 
are  women  working  in  the 
Women’s  Office  who  are 
urging  defeat  of  the 
relocation  efforts. 

Representing  the  pro  vote, 
Bill  Skokos,  of  the 
Constitutional  Revision 
Committee,  commented,  “I 
feel  the  people  that  have 
taken  the  time  to  study  the 
issue  have  agreed  there  is  a 
need  for  the  changes 
proposed. 

“We  are  disappointed  with 
those  that  have  closed  minds 
on  the  issue  and  refuse  to 
consider  the  other  side.  We 
hope  more  students  will  take 
the  time  to  study  the  issue 
and  vote  effectively  on  this 
proposal,”  said  Skokos. 

Chris  Burdick  and  her 
supporters  urging  defeat  of 
the  bill  were  confident  of  the 


outcome.  “I  think  it  will  be 
defeated,”  said  Miss  Burdick. 
“If  they  get  10  per  cent  out 
to  vote,  it  is  doubtful  that 
two-thirds  will  vote  for  it 
simply  because  of  the’  absurd 
nature  of  the  proposal.” 

Voting  on  the  issue  will 
take  place  Wednesday, 
Thursday  and  Friday  at 


various  locations  on  campus. 
Voting  booths  will  be  located 
in  the  Wilkinson  Center  and 
outside  the  north  door  of  the 
library  if  weather  permits. 

ASBYU  Atty.  Gen.  Dave 
Berrett  also  said  there  will  be 
booths  in  the  south  lobby  of 
the  Jesse  Knight  Building,  in

Barry  opposes  Rocky 


Trooper  killed  giving  ticket 


ECHO,  Utah  (AP)-Road  blocks  were  taken 
down  Monday  after  vain  efforts  to  trap  the  killer 
of  a  Utah  Highway  Patrol  trooper  who  was  found 
sprawled  across  the  traffic  lane  of  a  freeway 
beside  his  patrol  car  Sunday  night. 

Col.  Ted  London,  patrol  assistant 
superintendent,  said  Trooper  William  J. 
Antoniewicz,  27,  was  shot  in  the  chest  by  a  man 
he  had  apparently  pulled  over  on  a  routine  traffic 
violation. 

“But  we’re  only  guessing,  and  that  may  be  all 
we  can  ever  do,”  London  said.  He  said  if  there 
had  been  anything  suspicious  about  the  car 
pulled  over,  Antoniewicz  likely  would  have 
radioed  in  a  description  of  the  vehicle  before 
leaving  his  patrol  car. 

Antoniewicz  was  found  alive  by  a  truck  driver, 
John  Dodds  of  Bountiful,  but  died  before  he 
could  say  anything  about  his  assailant,  according 
to  Sgt.  Don  Facer,  a  patrol  officer.  The  incident 
took  place  just  after  10  p.m.  eight  miles  east  of 
Echo  Junction,  near  the  Wyoming  border. 

Dodds  radioed,  “May  day,  may  day”  over  the 
patrol  car  radio. 


“This  is  Coalville,  go  ahead,”  the  dispatcher 
said. 

“You’d  better  send  an  ambulance  and  a 
trooper.  One  of  your  officers  has  been  shot,” 
Dodd  said  over  the  air. 

Road  blocks  were  set  up  at  the  Wyoming 
border,  at  Coalville  and  at  several  other  points  in 
northeastern  Utah.  An  airplane  was  also  used 
Monday  to  scan  highways  in  the  area  for  a  small, 
yellow  car. 

Two  men  were  taken  in  for  questioning  and 
released  after  police  spotted  them  in  a  car 
matching  the  desription  of  one  a  motorist  saw 
pulled  over  by  the  trooper. 

London  said  the  motorist  told  officers  the 
patrolman  was  standing  beside  the  car  with  the 
man,  who  he  waid  had  blond  hair,  wore  a 
multicolored  shirt  and  drove  a  yellow  compact 
car. 

Not  witnesses  to  the  shooting  have  come 
forward,  however,  London  said. 

Antoniewicz  had  lived  in  Utah  about  two  years 
and  been  with  the  Highway  Patrol  only  five 
months,  London  said. 


The  official  said  he  understood  the  trooper  had 
come  to  Utah  to  visit  a  sister  and  decided  to  stay 
because  he  liked  it  so  much. 

London  said  investigators  were  checking  the 
possibility  the  case  is  connected  with  the  escape 
of  a  Utah  State  Prison  inmate  on  Sunday,  but  he 
acknowledged  there  was  no  evidence  to  tie  it  in. 
Convicted  murderer  Douglas  Johnson,  39, 
walked  away  from  University  of  Utah  Medical 
Center  where  he  was  being  treated  for  what 
prison  officials  said  was  thought  to  be  a  heart 
attack. 

London  said  Antoniewicz ’s  patrol  car  still  had 
its  lights  flashing  when  Dodds’  approached  in  his 
truck.  The  official  said  the  lights  likely  prevented 
the  truck  from  running  over  the  trooper  who 
was  lying  horizontally  across  the  outside  traffic 
lane. 

The  patrol  has  no  rule  that  descriptions  of 
every  vehicle  pulled  over  be  radioed  in,  London 
said.  But  he  added  it  is  general  pactice  to  do  so  if 
the  officer  feels  there  is  any  possibility  of 
trouble.  It  is  rarely  done  on  routine  traffic 
violation's,  he  said.

According  to  Dave  Harvey, 
intern  at  the  Community 
Action  Center  in  Provo,  this 
bill  is  scheduled  to  be 
presented  to  the  Utah  State 
Legislature  when  it  convenes 
in  January. 

The  Landlord-Tenant  Act, 
Harvey  said,  attempts  to 
establish  procedures  for 
handling  rental  agreement 
problems  as  well  as 
stipulating  individuals’ 
responsibilities. 

The  proposed  bill  regulates 
such  items  as  deposits, 
repairs,  rental  contracts, 
termination  of  tenancy, 
landlord  rules,  rent  payments 
and  retaliatory  action  by 
landlords. 

The  bill  is  intended  to 
define  many  of  the  now 
“gray”  areas  which  exist  in 
agreements  between  owners 
and  renters,  Harvey  added. 

He  also  said  the  bill  offers 
both  parties  protection  from 
those  who  intend  to  abuse 
their  privileges.  Currently  it  is 


an  expensive  and 
time-consuming  process  to 
evict  a  stubborn,  abusive 
renter  from  a  dwelling.  An 
equal  problem  to  the  tenant 
is  an  apartment  badly  in  need 
of  repairs  while  the  tenant’s 
pleas  evoke  no  response.  The 
Landlord-Tenant  Act  would 
establish  time  limits  for 
repairs  to  be  made  and 
notices  of  eviction  to  be 
given,  Harvey  said. 

Harvey  added  that  recourse 
for  complaints  about 
individuals  not  complying 
with  the  regulations  will  be 
handled  by  courts,,  with 
damages  collectable  in 
reasonable  amounts, 
including  legal  fees. 

ASBYU  Ombudsman  Bob 
Henrie  says  he  holds  a 
favorable  opinion  of  the 
Landlord-Tenant  Act.  “Any 
student  renting  in  a 
residential  area  will  benefit” 
from  this  bill,  he  said. 

He  also  said  the  bill  could 
“prevent  a  majority  of  the 
housing  problems  that  now 
exist.” 


The  ombudsman  said  the 
passage  of  this  bill  will  define 
more  clearly  the  rules  and 
responsibilities  of  the 
landlords  and  tenants. 


Harvey  said  this  legislation 
will  directly  affect  students, 
who  constitute  a  majority  of 
the  renters  in  Utah  County.

One  “boom”  which  has  not  been  adversely  affected  by  the 
economic  condition  of  the  nation  is  the  baby  boom  in  Utah 
County. 

Utah  Valley  Hospital  boasts  a  record  for  the  most 
deliveries  performed  at  any  hospital  of  comparable  size  in  the 
nation. 

Many  of  these  babies  are  their  parents’  firstborn,  and  that 
means  many  young  couples  in  the  area  seek  the  help  of 
doctors  and  teachers  of  pre-natal  classes  before  the  delivery. 

One  of  the  newest  classes  offered  in  the  area  is  taught  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eric  Stewart.  The  method  they  are  teaching  is 
the  Bradley  Method  of  natural  child  birth. 

In  order  to  qualify  to  teach  the  Bradley  Method,  the 
Stewarts  took  a  course  in  California  in  which  they  studied 
directly  under  Dr.  Bradley,  the  originator  of  the  Bradley 
Method.  The  course  costs  $25. 

Other  classes  offered  in  the  area  teach  general  methods  and 
the  Lamaze  method.  According  to  Sharon  Holloway,  the 
teacher  of  the  Lamaze  course  of  Dr.  Thomas  Judd,  “there  are 
only  two  qualified  Lamaze  teachers  in  the  area,  and  two  who 
are  training.”' 

Mrs.  Holloway  indicated  that  most  Lamaze  classes  are 
taught  in  the Jcune  of  the*  Instructor,  but  that  she  was 
forking  for  Dr.-  Judd.  She  also  indicated  that  while  classes 
TBusually  cost "$23,  her  costs  are  included  in  the:  doctors  fee. : 

General  classes  offered  in  the  area  are  taught  at  Utah 
Valley  Hospital,  and  by  Mrs.  Howard  Francis,  sponsored  by 
Drs.  Francis,  Lohner,  and  Dayton. 

According  to  Cathy  Woolcott,  instructor  of  the  hospital’s 
class,  the  course  is  designed  to  teach  prospective  parents 
about  pregnancy,  the  labor  and  delivery  experience  and 
infant  care.  The  charge  is  $5.

Walton  denies  rumors, 
says  play  will  resume 
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PORTLAND,  Ore. 
(AP)— The  Portland  Trail 
Blazers  are  back  home  after 
an  0-4  road  trip.  But  one 
worry  has  been  taken  care  of: 
Bill  Walton  has  denied  rumors 
he  will  quit  pro  basketball 
and  says  he’ll  resume  playing 
as  soon  as  he  recovers  from 
an  ankle  injury. 


“The  whole  situation  has 
been  completely  blown  out 
of  proportion,  and  it  never 
should  have  happened,”  said 
Herman  Sarkowsky,  president 
of  the  National  Basketball 
Association  team.  “There 
never  was  anything  there.  Bill 
never  said  he  was  retiring  nor 
did  he  ever  threaten  to 
retire.” 

Sarkowsky,  who  met  with 
Walton  Saturday  night,  said: 
“Bill  has  a  great  number  of 
things  troubling  him,  but  I 
think  they  can  be  called  ‘first 
year-itis.’  It’s  all  the  little 
things  that  have  been  nagging 
him  as  they  do  any  and  all 
players.” 

“Being  new  to  the  pros,  he 
expected  things  to  be 
different  than  they  are,” 
Sarkowsky  said.  He  did  not 
elaborate  on  the  types  of 
difficulties  except  to  mention 
the  injuries  suffered  by  the 
6-foot- 11  center. 

Walton  has  missed  nine 
games  because  of  injuries,  the 
last  seven  because  of  a  painful 
bone  spur  in  his  left  ankle. 

“He  will  play  as  soon  as  he 
is  physically  capable  of 
returning,”  Blazer  publicist

John  White  said  after  talking 
with  the  former  UCLA 
All-American  on  Sunday. 

“He  said  everything  that 
has  happened  was  rumor,  that 
nobody  in  the  press  had  ever 
talked  with  him  about  it,” 
White  said  of  Walton  and 
rumors  that  the  big  center 
would  retire  after  only  two 
months  in  the  NBA. 

Walton,  the  No.  1  choice  in 
the  NBA  collegiate  draft  last 
spring,  has  been  out  of  town 
for  a  week.  Reports  that  he 
was  unhappy  with  pro 
basketball  for  personal 
reasons  surfaced  Thursday  in 
Los  Angeles,  where  the  big 
center  went  to  obtain  a 
second  medical  opinion  on 
the  bone  spur. 

After  returning  to  Portland 
on  Saturday,  Walton  met  that 
night  with  Sarkowsky  and 
Lawrence  Weinberg,  the 
Blazers’  treasurer,  to  discuss 
the  rumors. 

Blazer  officials  responded 
from  the  beginning  that  they 
knew  nothing  of  Walton’s 
reported  disenchantment 
with  pro  basketball  and  the 
possibility  he  might  retire.

Coed  spikers  go  to  nationals 


The  BYU  women’s  volleyball  team  left 
Monday  for  the  sixth:  national  women’s 
volleyball  tournament  in  Portland,  Ore.  This  will 
be  the  fifth  time  the  BYU  Coed  spikers  have 
participated  in  the  national  championships. 

The  tournament,  hosted  by  the  University  of 
Oregon,  will  run  Thursday  through  Saturday. 
BYU  has  been  rated  among  the  top  eight  teams 
every  year  they  have  competed.  In  1972,  the 
national  competition  was  held  in  Provo,  and  the 
coed  Cougars  made  their  best  showing,  placing 
second  by  beating  favored  UCLA  but  losing  to 
Long  Beach  State  in  the  finals.  Last  year,  the 
team  finished  fifth  nationally. 

“BYU  will  be  representing  the  Intermountain 
Association  of  the  national  AIAW  tournament 
where  the  team  must  place  first  or  second  in  the 
league,”  said  Volleyball  Coach' Elaine  Michaelis. 
BYU  won  its  fourth  conference  championship 
since  the  nationals  began  by  beating  Arizona  State 
in  the  conference  finals  held  in  Provo  Nov. 
22-23. 

According  to  Coach  Michaelis,  the  team  has  a 
chance  of  placing  high  again  this  year.  “Our 
biggest  competition  comes  from  the  California 


schools,”  she  said.  “It’s  not  our  strongest  year, 
but  we  work  well  together.” 

BYU  ended  the  season  with  an  11-1  record, 
going  undefeated  in  league  tournament  play. 
Three  schools  are  tied  for  second:  Arizona  State, 
University  of  Arizona  and  University  of  Northern 
Colorado,  all  at  10-2.  Utah  State  was  the  only 
other  Utah  college  placing  in  the  top  five,  with  a 
7-5  record.  Weber  State  placed  eleventh,  with  a 
3-1 1  record,  followed  by  the  University  of  Utah, 
1-11. 

A  player  who  will  be  counted  on  heavily  in  the 
nationals  is  5’3”  Maila  Ane  from  Hawaii,  a  junior 
and  one  of  the  team’s  cocaptains.  A  great 
jumper,  Malia  was  good  enough  to  start  as  a 
freshman.  She  is  one  of  18  girls  in  the  country 
selected  to  try  out  for  the  University  World 
Games  this  year.  Last  year,  she  was  selected  as  an 
alternate  in  the  World  Games. 

The  other  cocaptain  is  Kathy  White,  a  5’6” 
sophomore  transfer  from  Long  Beach  City 
College.  “Kathy  hits  the  ball  well  with  either 
hand  and  is  a  very  intelligent  player.  She  is  a  real 
leader,  and  has  added  a  lot  to  the  team’s 
versatility,”  said  Coach  Michaelis. 


Kellie  Jones,  a  6’0”  sophomore,  is  the  tallest 
member  of  the  team.  Kellie  is  a  recreation  major 
from  Arizona.  “Kellie  is  our  most  improved 
player  this  year.  She’s  a  strong  point  on  the  front 
row,”  Coach  Michaelis  said.  A  transfer  from  Utah 
State,  Kellie  will  be  a  vital  player  for  the  Cougars 
in  the  nationals. 

Another  starter  on  the  team  in  Becky  Hanna,  a 
5’6”  senior  from  California.  A  recreation  therapy 
major,  Becky  is  an  all-around  player.  According 
to  Coach  Michaelis,  “Becky  plays  all  the 
positions  well  and  is  one  of  the  team’s  strongest 
players.” 

A  sister  duo  on  this  year’s  team  is  Lae  and 
Denis  Loo  of  Hawaii.  “Lae,  is  one  of  our  best 
hitters.  She  places  the  ball  very  hard,”  said  Coach 
Michaelis.  Older  sister  Dee,  5’3”  senior,  is  a 
recreation  therapy  major.  According  to  Coach 
Micaelis,  Dee  is  the  team’s  No.  1  setter.

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HEW  to  aid  sterilizing, 
defines  family  planning 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The  Department 
of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  said 
Sunday  that  sterilizations  but  not  abortions 
will  be  considered  family  planning  services 
for  which  HEW  will  pay  90  per  cent  of  the 
costs  for  poor  people. 

The  decision  represents  a  turnaround  from 
a  June  1973  proposal  which,  because  it 
didn’t  define  family  planning  services,  would 
have  included  abortions  in  the  higher 
Medicaid  matching  reimbursement  to  states. 

Dr.  Louis  M.  Heilman,  deputy  assistant 
secretary  to  population  affairs,  said  there 
was  no  indication  Congress  intended  to 
include  abortions  in  the  1970  Family 
Planning  Act  or  the  1972  Social  Security 
amendments  which  increased  the  match  to 
90  per  cent. 


Under  the  new  proposal,  open  for  public 
comment  the  next  30  days,  HEW  would  pay 
90  per  cent  and  states  10  per  cent  for  family 
planning. 

Family  planning  is  defined  as  “any 
medically  approved  means,  including 
diagnosis  treatment,  drugs,  supplies,  and 
related  counseling,  which  are  furnished  or 
prescribed  by  or  under  the  supervision  of  a 
physician  for  individuals  of  child-bearing  age 
including  minors  who  can  be  considered  to 
be  sexually  active  for  purposes  of  enabling 
such  individuals  freely  to  determine  the 
number  and  spacing  of  their  children.” 

HEW  said  states  could  continue  to  receive 
federal  matching  funds  for  therapeutic  and 
non-therapeutic  abortions  as  a  medical 
service  at  the  current  rate  ranging  from  50  to 
81  per  cent.

CHICAGO  (AP)  —  Ski  injuries  appear  to 
be  moving  from  the  ankle  to  the  wrist 
because  of  modern  ski  equipment, 
researchers  say. 

They  report  in  the  Dec.  9  issue  of  the 
Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Association 
that  hard  plastic  boots  to  protect  ankles  and 
improved  release  bindings  to  protect  the  legs 
have  reduced  sprains  and  fractures  in  those 
areas. 

But  they  found  there  has  been  a 
simultaneous  increase  in  sprains  and 
fractures  of  the  hand,  arm  and  shoulder. 

The  researchers  said  the  reason  for  this 
may  be  that  the  upper  extremities  must  bear 
the  brunt  of  a  fall  from  the  outstretched 
arms  of  the  skier. 

Authors  of  the  study  are  Drs.  Joshua 
Gutman,  Jonathan  Weisbuch  and  Milton 


Wolf  of  the  Boston  School  of  Medicine. 

They  studied  injuries  to  792  skiers  on  the 
slopes  of  Mt.  Snow,  Vt.,  during  the  1972-73 
season  and  compared  them  with  a  similar 
study  at  the  same  resort  19(50-61. 

Sprains  accounted  for  43  per  cent  of  the 
injuries,  fractures  for  31  per  cent  and  other 
types  of  injuries  for  the  rest. 

The  injury  rate  was  about  the  same  as  in 
the  earlier  period,  but  the  anatomical  site  of 
the  injury  changed  drastically. 

Ankle  sprains  dropped  from  41  per  cent  in 
1960-61  to  26  per  cent,  while  sprains  to  the 
upper  extremities  rose  from  4.3  per  cent  to 
18.1  per  cent. 

Ankle  fractures  formerly  accounted  for 
nearly  half  of  all  ski  fractures,  but  in  the 
1972-73  season  they  accounted  for  only  16 
per  cent.

Austrian  champ 


wins  skiing  crowr 


VAL  D’ISERE,  France 
(AP)  —  Franz  Klammer, 
Austria’s  20-year-old  world 
ski  champion,  won  the 
season’s  first  World  Cup 
downhill  race  in  record  time 
for  the  course  and  wrapped 
up  the  combined  title  Sunday 
in  the  “First  Snow”  ski 
tournament. 

Roland  Collombin  of 
Switzerland,  last  year’s 
downhill  ace  who  beat 
Klammer  in  five  of  seven  Cup 
events,  bruised  his  spine  in  a 
fall  and  was  expected  to  be 
out  of  action  for  at  least  a 
month. 

The  fast  track  caused  a 
mass  assault  on  the  course 
record  set  by  Karl  Schranz  of 
Austria  in  1971 ,  with  the  first 
1 6  finishers  bettering  the 
mark. 

Klammer  completed  the 
3,298-meter  course,  which 
dropped  915  meters,  in  2 
minutes.  3.19  seconds,  more 
than  Schranz’s  mark. 

“I  guess  I  was  lucky  to  do 
it  without  making  a  single 
error,”  Klammer  said.  “I  have 
never  seen  this  track  in  such 
fast  condition.” 

Klammer’s  teammate, 
Werner  Grissmann,  was 
second  in  2:04.01.  A 
1 7-year-old  West  German, 
Michael  Veith,  was  a 
surprising  third  in  2:04.09, 
and  Josehp  Walcher  of 
Austria  was  fourth  in 
2:04.36.

Antonio  has  also  taught  at 
the  Portuguese  Language 
Training  Mission  and  has 
written  a  public  relations 
handbook  for  stakes  and 
missions  of  the  church. 

He  returned  to  Brazil  in  the 
spring  of  1973,  where  he  was 
interviewed  on  national 
Brazilian  television.  He 
emphasized  the  high 
standards  at  BYU,  saying 
they  were  “unique,  and 
different  from  any  other 
university.”

>dical  journals,  including  the  AMA’s, 
eff ectiveness  of  behavior 
:ation  in  treating  a  relatively  rare 
known  as  anorexia  nervosa, 
disorder,  which  results  from 
al  conflict,  is  marked  by  severe  and 
1  loss  of  appetite. 


Behavior  modification,  a  technique  used 
by  psychologists  and  psychiatrists  for  a 
number  of  years,  recently  has  gained 
considerable  prominence.  Essentially,  it 
involves  re-education  through  a  system  of 
reward  and  punishment. 

Dr.  Bruch  noted  that  advocates  of  this 
form  of  therapy  for  persons  suffering  from 
anorexia  nervosa  fail  to  follow  up  on  their 
patients  once  their  appetites  have  improved 
and  they  have  gained  weight.  She  said  the 
patients  return  to  the  disorder  and  show 
even  greater  psychological  problems  than 
before  treatment. 

The  efficiency  of  behavior  modification 
for  anoexia  nervosa,  the  psychiatrist  said, 
“increases  the  inner  turmoil  of  patients  who 
fell  tricked  into  relinquishing  control  over 
their  bodies  and  their  lives.

Doctor 
to  speak 
of  drugs 

Dr.  Donovan  E.  Fleming,  a 
psychologist  who  has  been 
studying  the  effects  of 
various  drugs  on  brain 
function,  will  lecture  on 
“Drugs  and  the  Waking 
Brain”  at  noon  today  at 
BYU. 

Dr.  Fleming’s  discussion  is 
sponsored  by  the  Sigma  Xi 
honorary  scholastic  society. 
The  lecture,  which  will  be  in 
357  ELWC,  is  open  to  the 
public.  Admission  is  free. 

The  BYU  psychologist 
started  his  study  five  and  a 
half  years  ago  while  working 
as  director  of  the  Brain 
Research  Laboratory  at  the 
Veterans  Administration 
Hospital  in  Phoenix.  He 
joined  the  BYU  faculty  three 
years  ago  and  has  continued 
his  research. 

The  scientist  has  used  rats, 
cats  and  monkeys  to  test  the 
effects  of  drugs  like 
marijuana,  sedatives, 
amphetamines  and 
anti-colvulsive  compounds  on 
brain  waves. 

He  has  used  a  computer  to 
analyze  the  electrical  activity 
of  animal  brains  and  has 
found  that  certain  drugs  can 
significantly '  change  brain 
wave  patterns.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
The  nation’s  businesses  will 
lose  an  estimated  $20.3 
billion  because  of  crimes  this 
year,  equal  to  $137  for  every 
adult  in  the  country,  the 
Commerce  Department 
reported  Monday. 

The  total  loss  last  year  was 
$15.7  billion. 

The  total  includes  losses 
from  such  crimes  a.s 
shoplifting,  burglary, 
vandalism,  bad  checks  and 
employe  theft. 

It  also  includes  the  cost  of 
crime  prevention  measures  by 
business,  estimated  at  $3.9 
billion. 

But  the  Commerce 
Department  pointed  out  in  a 
special  report  on  business 
crime  that  most  businesses 
absorb  little  of  their  crime 
losses,  passing  them  along 
instead  as  higher  prices  for 
their  goods. 

Retailers,  especially 
department  and  clothing 
stores,  will  suffer  the  biggest 
crime  loss  this  year,  an 
estimated  $5.8  billion.

Cartoons  to  tell  story  of  Christ 


COPENHAGEN  (AP)  -  A 
pioneering  animation  technique  and  an 
unorthodox  financial  deal  with  a 
Swedish  backer  have  launched  a 
Danish  film  editor  and  film  cutter  into 
a  mammoth  project  -telling  the  story 
of  Jesus  Christ  from  birth  to 
resurrection  in  a  series  of  color 
cartoons. 

The  cartoon  is  primarily  meant  for 
the  youngest  grades  in  schools  all  over 
the  Christian  world,  but  will  be 
offered  to  television  stations  as  well. 

It  is  a  three-year  $100,000  project, 
and  it  is  largely  a  one-woman 
operation  with  Mrs.  Ida  Schneekloth, 
50,  filling  the  multiple  role  of  script 
writer,  director,  stage  manager, 
producer,  cameraman,  film  cutter  and 
editor  in  a  modest,  rented  studio  here. 

In.  her  version  of  the  life  of  Jesus 


Christ  all  characters  including  Christ 
are  cardboard  figures-tens  of 
thousands  of  them -animated  in  a 
technique  that  is  neither  traditional 
cartoon  nor  traditional  puppet  film, 
but  rather  a  kind  of  filmed  children’s 
toy  theater. 

The  project  is  Mrs.  Schneekloth’s 
own  brainchild,  ,  born  out  of  a  sense 
that  there  was  an  unanswered  need  for 
a  film  telling  young  children  the 
whole,  true-to-the-bible  life-story  of 
Jesus -and  out  of  a  conviction  that  it 
would  be  next  to  impossible  for 
anyone  but  a  uniquely  gifted  director 
to  do  it  in  a  real  movie. 

“No  actor  who  believes  in  Christ 
could  play  Him  and  be  objective  about 
it,  and  a  non-believer  certainly  could 
not,”  explains  Mrs.  Schneekloth, 
herself  a  believer. 


The  project,  to  be  completed  by 
1976,  involves  ten  films  of  10-15 
minutes  each.  The  first  three 
installments  include:  a  child  is. born, 
the  crossroads  (passion  and 
crucifixion)  and  the  resurrection. 

In  Mrs.  Schneekloth’s  technique  a 
film  camera  is  placed  in  frorit  of  a 
three-dimensional  toy  theater  with 
one-dimensional  characters  cut  in 
heavy  cardboard. 

The  filming  is  in  one-frame  shots, 
and  the  animation  effect  comes  from 
replacing,  between  shots,  a  character 
with  an  identical  character  which  is 
only  slightly  changed  into  the  next 
phase  of  the  movement  desired. 

This  means  that  to  film  one 
character  going  through  just  one 
relatively  simple  movement  calls  for 
the  use  of  a  succession  of  more  than  a 
dozen  cardboard  figures.

Teacher  evaluations  can  help

Teacher  evaluation  forms,  now  being 
filled  out  in  classes  across  campus,  are 
designed  to  help  teachers  improve 
their  performance,  officials  in  charge 
of  the  evaluation  say. 

Although  some  students  say  they 
would  rather  not  fill  them  out,  the 
survey  can  be  helpful  and  informative 
to  teachers,  according  to  Mrs.  Afton 
K.  Shreeve,  manager  of  the  Teacher 
Development  Office. 

“If  the  teacher  looks  at  this 
evaluation  it  can  help  him  to  become  a 
better  teacher,”  said  Mrs.  Shreeve.  She 
said  the  makings  of  the  program  lies  in 
the  teacher’s  hands. 


Each  new  teacher  on  campus  is 
evaluated  three  times  during  his  first 


three  years.  “This  gives  him  a  chance 
to  see  what  the  students  think  of 
him,”  she  said. 

After  the  students  evaluate  the 
teacher,  the  forms  are  turned  in  to  the 
Teacher  Development  Office  where 
they  are  scored  by  computer. 

Mrs.  Shreeve  said  teachers  are 
evaluated  by  students  on  a  scale  from 
one  to  five,  from  poor  to  excellent. 
Evaluations  include  questions  about 
the  teacher’s  organization, 
preparation,  and  definition  and 
achievement  of  objectives. 

There  is  a  section  on  the  form  where 
students  can  give  their  own  ideas  and 
suggestions.  “The  area  teachers  enjoy 
most  is  the  suggestion  side,”  said  Mrs. 
Shreeve.  Comments  by  students  are 
candid,  she  said. 

The  evaluation  system  is  widely  used 


by  many  universities  across  the  nation, 
said  Mrs.  Shreeve.  The  program  started 
at  BYU  after  the  Board  of  Trustees 
saw  the  merit  in  the  program. 

Under  the  direction  of 
former-B YU-President  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson,  a  survey  form  was  drawn 
up  to  evaluate  teachers  in  1965.  Since 
then  the  evaluation  survey  has  been 
revised  three  times,  said  Mrs.  Shreeve. 

In  1973  Ricks  College  requested  an 
evaluation  form  which  was  drawn  up 
by  BYU  Teacher  Development 
Committee. 

The  evaluation  form  can  be 
supplemented  by  a  special  teacher 
training  class  which  is  offered  to 
teachers  during  winter  semester,  said 
Mrs.  Shreeve.

Provo  City  bus  service  will 
be  extended  to  the  Grand 
Central  and  Warshaw’s 
markets  near  the  University 
Mall  starting  Saturday  on  a 
trial  basis  through  the 
holidays. 

Provo  City  Line  manager 
Jon  Hobein  and  Grand 
Central  manager  John  Davies 
announced  the  change  in  bus 
service  Thursday. 

Hobein  also  said  three 
buses  have  been  purchased  by 
Provo  City  Lines.  One  is 
presently  in  service  and  the 
others  will  be  put  into  service 
“after  the  first  of  the  year.” 

Hobein  called  the  buses  yet 
to  be  put  into  service 
“city-slickers”  and  said  they 
have  such  features  as  air 
conditioning,  panorama 
windows  and  air-ride 
suspension. 

“Because  the  students  have 
supported  the  bus  system,  we 
are  able  to  make  these 
improvements,”  Hobein  said. 


INDIANAPOLIS  (AP)— Military  officials 
at  the  Joint  Clemency  Processing  Center 
here  say  the  presidential  amnesty  program 
may  help  the  U.S.  armed  forces  in  the  future 
by  the  development  of  profiles  on  the  type 
of  man  who  may  desert. 

The  processing  center,  located  at  the 
Army  Finance  Center  at  Ft.  Benjamin 
Harrison,  is  scheduled  to  close  Jan.  31, 
1975. 

It  has  processed  more  than  2,100  deserters 
who  accepted  President  Gerald  Ford’s 
conditional  amnesty  offer. 

Navy  Lt.  Cmdr.  Richebourg  Gaillard,  a 


public  information  officer,  says  the  military 
is  keeping  statistics  on  the  men  who  have 
returned  and  is  developing  a  profile  of  the 
kind  of  man  who  might  leave  the  service. 

“It’s  hoped  the  military  can  learn  some 
lessons  in  aiding  individuals,”  Gaillard  said. 
“Perhaps  better  communications  can  be 
established  to  apprise  people  of  avenues  to 
explore  in  their  own  personal  problems.” 

“A  good  many  of  the  reasons  for  deserting 
are  based  on  hardship,  whether  real  or 
imagined,”  says  Navy  Capt.  Donald  J. 
Roulstone,  a  member  of  the  case  of  each 
deserter.
